LIFE IN A SLOW TOWN 


Ruins Unearthed in Ruins of Long- 
Buried City. 

Apropos of recent discoveries at rom- 
pell, the noted archaeologist, Rodolfo 
Lanciaui, writing to the Athenaeum, 
says: 

In July, 1809, certain desultory exca¬ 
vations were undertaken on the farm 
of Signor Matrone, between the River 
Saruo and the Stabian gate of Pompeii, 
near the Molino Fienzo, not for any 
archaeloglcal or scientific purpose, but [ 
in quest of valuable and marketable 
objects. The remains brought to light 
Include a set of shops, built in the retic¬ 
ulated style, opening on to a porch or 
veranda which runs parallel with the 
high road. One of the shops, filled i 
with earthen ampohorae, belonged to 
a wine seller, a second to a carpenter, ! 
a third to a denier in fishing imple¬ 
ments. A large court opens behind 
the shops, with nn oven in the center; | 
the place, In short, shows the charac¬ 
teristics of a country inn located on 
the Via Stabina near the mouth of the 
Sarno, on the main line of retreat of 
the panic-stricken Pompeiians. Sev¬ 
enty or eighty fugitives have been 
found, apparently smothered while 
seeking shelter under the roof of the 
inn, almost in view of the fleet which 1 
had sailed from Miseno to their rescue£ 
The greatest number fell at the east 
end of the porch towards the river, 
where Pliny’s Llburna was probably 1 
anchored—a poor and wretched lot of 
fugitives, carrying away in their flight 
only a few coppers. Six or seven skel- 
1 etons were found lying in the court 
near the oven, also with no objects of i 
value; but a party of twenty men, j 
women and children of much higher 
rank were overtaken by death in the ! 
middle section of the veranda. Their 
gold necklaces were still fastened i 
1 round their necks, bracelets still encir¬ 
cled their wrists, precious rings still 
fitted their fingers. Among this group 
of well-to-do fugitives one seemed to 
occupy the place of honor, a persyn 
whose skull betrays a superior intelli¬ 
gence, and of a noble demeanor. He 
wore a chain of sixty-four gold rfugs 
wound thrice round the neck, two ar- 
mlllae on the right arm, a heavy signet 
ring, and a dagger on the left side. The 
; dagger has a blade of steel, a handle 
carved In Ivory, and a scabbard orna¬ 
mented with gilded shells. This person 
1 was suffocated by the deadly fumes of 
the volcano while sitting against the 
wall, probably on a sedan chaic or a 
lectica, the brass ornaments of which 
have been found In situ.

Progress doesn’t take effect all over 
the country at once, fortunately; and 
for people who cling To old fashions, 
even if inconvenient, there are always 
nooks and corners where such quaint 
ways are still current. 

“I tell you what I like,” said a bust¬ 
ling commercial traveler, “I like to 
strike one of these little old ’way-back 
towns where they still have town 
pumps, market houses and mule ears. 
It does a mau good to get where things 
are slow and behind the times—and 
don't care if they are. When I get to 
one of these little old slow towns 1 
never feel like ridiculing anything. No, 
sir; I enjoy it.

| these days. The other day 1 rode on 
one In a little towu. The floor was cov-

couldn’t change a dollar. At the bank 
; a clerk came out and sent a pair of big 
blank books uptown to a business firm 
and the driver got off and delivered 
them. While he was gone I got ofT, 
j drank at a pump aud got on again. 

“In the residence portion of town a 
i woman came out and told the driver 
that next trip she would send her 
washing uptown by him, and he said 
that was all right. At the end of the 
i line he asked me to please watch the 
mules as he had to go into the middle 
of the next block to deliver a box of 
candy to a girl. He said be always 
held the car on night trips for young 
men who were taking girls home from 
a dance; they would take them up to 
their front doors, of course, and the 
: car would wait until the boys ran back 
aud jumped on again.

Not 
long ago an English clergyman visited 
the place, and after a thorough study 
of the methods employed said: 

“It’s magnificent, but it’s a beastly 
grind.” 

A penalty of seven days’ confinement 
for mailing a letter before a fixed time 
in the morning Is imposed. A cadet 
found a mile from the West Point 
buildings after 10 o’clock at night Is 
taken back and locked up for six 
months. These are examples of the 
style of punishment which prevails.
